BYRON FOND OF CHILDREN

Frances Lady Shellsy Deacribes the
*Famous English Poet as
S8he Saw Him,

Frances Lady Shelley, who knew
most of tha celebrated people be-
lween the dates 1787 and 1817, glvea
a description of Lord Dyron as she
irat saw him in 1815

“From Althorp we went to Colonol

Leigh's, near Newmarket, for the
shooting. We atayed there a fow

dnyn. The house s far too small even
for the company It contalned. Lord
Byron was there. Mrs., Lelgh told me
that he spent most of the night wrlt-
Ing & poem which Is to be called “The
Corsalr.” As he did not leave his

room until after midday our Inten
course was restrictad,
“He s decldedly bandsome and

cun be very agreeasble. He seems to
ba easlly put out by ftrifles and at
times looks terribly savage. He was
very patlent with Mrs, Leigh's ehil
dren, who are not In the least in awe
of him. He bore thelr distracting in:
truslon into lils room with imperturb
able good bhumor. Mra, Lelgh has
evidently great moral fnfluence over
her brother, who llstens with a sort
of playfu} acquiescenocs. But 1 doubt
the permanence of their effect upon
his wayward nature.”

Corneille Not in Want.

It has long been u lterary tradition
that Cornellls, the great French poet
died In want. But it seems clearly es
tabliashed that this 1s a mistnke, dating
from an apocryphal and {1l Interpreted
letter, since a recept study of varione
old documents at Rouen shows thet
he wns possessed of property In lands
and houses which would have madr
many a latter day poet happy. In ad
dition he had his pension from the
king, although It apparently wasn’|
very regularly pald.
